'“No Boxes Sald Here' is the sign
that hangs in one of the principal
jewaolry outabhlishments in the city, The
#ign made {ts nppearanco after the shop-
ping of one Christinns season. But there
i5 no time of the year in which the de.
mand for hoxes is quite discontinned,
and tho sign serves its purpose nlways

The demand fsr hoxes wins prompted
by the amiable desire to deceive rome
friend or relative into the belief that
the article preseated to him cnme from
the best establishment in the city, Sim-
flar nttempts nre moade ot the well
known glass nnd chinn shops, at one of
the well kuown French confectioners
and at ull of the establishments which
have made a reputation in some por-

| tionlar fleld.

Nearly all of these nnswer such ap-
plications with the words of the sign,
**No Boxes Sold Here,”" but thero are
some fow which sell them as regularly
as they do other objects of merchandise
and are quite indifferont to what be-
comes of them wo long as they get their
rather high prices for tho ompty boxes
bearing the name of the firm. Similar
indifference in shown by a well known
English pickle factory, which allows
its labels to be sold here and pasted
over any sort of stuff that the pur.
chaser of them happeus to concoct, —

the soperintendent.  Noodless to sy
this is difMealt to obtain

Simaltanvougly with the closiog of
the doors wt 4 o'clock the firse <hift of
the night guord govs on duty, The shifg
is comporcd of the captadn of the gunrd
nnd 11 stalwart men,  As the men file
out to begin their romd each onw is
handed o big Colt's revolver of the most
npproved pattern and Josded with big
cartridges,

From then on till miduight seven of
the 11 guurds patrol without cessution
overy finor of the instde of the mint, fedm
the corridors of the gloomy vaults
whoere, awny down in the earth, are

silver and almost ns muoch gold, 1o the
top floor, whera there is nothing more
wvaloable thnn mnchinery, Ploced nt fre-
quent intervals thronghout the corridors
are clectrlenl deviees for ennbling the
captain of the goord to keap tabs on his
men. Each of these 1ittle machines com-
municates with the sotunda opposite
the Chestnut street entranes to thoe
mint, Here it is that the captain is #ia-
tioned all through the long hoors of
his shift. Every two minutes and a
balf tho central machine in the rotunds
denotos the presence of some one of tho
gunrd nt some partioular station in the
building. If it doesn't, then the cap.
tain knows that something is wrong,
and ho immedintely proceeds to discov-
er whit it is,

But it has been a long time sines the
little muchine failed to gend forth its
announcement at the proper time, for
tho mint goards are patrolling up and
down outside the big building, careful-
ly watohing that no snspicions charag-
ters approach too near the vasé treasure
left in their care.

Promptly at midoight the second
shift of the night guard puots in an ap-
pearapce to relieve the early shift. It
ig nleo composed of a enptuin and 11
men, and they are split up, as the other
squad, into inside and ootside details
From midoight on wntil 7 o'clock in
the moruing they follow in the foot-
steps of the first shift, with every fno-
ulty alert to eatch an intrader,

The big revolvers aro not the ouly
weapons upon which the guards have
to rely. On each side of the main cor-
ridor lending from the Chestnut street
ontrance stands a walnot ease. Through
the polished glass front of one frown
20 Winchester rifles. The other con-
tains s many ugly looking carbines
To grab these dispensers of death would
be but the work of an instaut for the
guards, and then woe be unto any man
or men upon whom it might be found
necessary to torn them,

For the rovolvers there is kept con-
stantly on band in the mint 600 rounds
of ammunition, and for the rifles and
carbines 9,600 rounds Ewnch of the
guards is an expert in the vse of both
the pistol and the gun, and each is en-
dowed with a plentiful stock of cour-
sgo; benco a oombination capable of
successfully resisting almost anything
less than o regiment.

The superintendent and assistant cus-
todian both talked to the reporter nbout
the methods in use to protect the mint
and its contenta. Both smiled signifl-
cantly when the possibility of one get-
ting away with a portion of the vast
treasure was suggested.

“It would be folly for any one to try
it, "’ was the superintendent's only com-
ment, To it the nssistant custodian nod-
ded emphatio assent.

‘T bave been here for a good many
years, '’ the latter said, “‘and no such
uttempt has ever been made, It is prac-
tically impossible for any one to break
into the mint from the outside,.and no
one conld socrote himself in the build-
ing during the hours when it i# open to
visitors and hope to avoid discovery.
We search every nook and corner of the
structure carefully as soon a8 the doors
are closed for the day, and you may
rest assured if any one who bad no
business within these walls was found
he wonld regret the day he was born. '

In addition to the two shifts of night
puards, the superintendent and assistant
custodian  bave a habit of dropping in
M the mint at odd hoursof the night to
see that evervthing is going on all right.

The mint is connected with the oen-
tral telephone station, and ghould there
be trouble the captain of the goard
conld communioate with police head-
quarters in a brief space of time.

“If you come ncross snybody who
thinks he can get rich quickly by help-
ing himself to our coin,'' remarked the
superintendent in parting, “ just ndvise
him to think it over carefully first."”
